Tbat bow and where to secure a water 


supply for Colorado Sprlngi ample for 
all time t« come Js a question which hai 
been puzzling lome'of tbe belt mind* of 
the city li no ncwi to mv>y. Tbat the 
city ti now engaged in extensive workl 
in (ho mountains calling for tbe expendi- 
ture of large sum* of money It still.lues 
news but many have no doubt'wondercd- 
what Is being done 
When congress 


laiuslnler granted to tbe city the tract 
of seven hundred acres of land Including 
the alto of L*kc Moraine at the foot of 
tbe Peak, many thought tbe matter of a 
water supply settled, but Like Moraine 
Itself wu only a very small part of the 
scheme, It was the land surrounding It 
tbat wai wanted and which ii now being 
utilized. 'A competent civil engineer re- 
marked In the last few days that tbe 
solution of the whole problem of a water 
supply lies within a radius of five miles 
about Lake' Moraine. 
After one hai 


fairly gone over the ground be will 
certainly be ready to agree with thli 
statement. 


Tbe land granted by tbe government 


Is an immense basin cut In tbe solid rock 
of tbe mountains by tome great-glacier. 
It has flowed down cutting a wide bed 
for Itself and at the lower end leaving 
Immense deposits ot morainal matter. 
After the glacier disappeared tbe natural 
bed thus formed became a great lake 
which perhaps stood for centuries, until 
for tome unknown re-son a small por- 
tion of tbe lower end gave way and the 
water ran out. Along tbe western tide 
of thi* great bailn, however, there ha* 
been left a depression of land completely 
turrounded by an embankment. Fed by 
large springs In tbe bottom thli de-

But there I* 
not sufficient water flowing naturally in 
thit b"In to fill it a* quickly »» might 
bedeeired, and it Is proposed to turn 
water into it from n«ighboring"itre-»« by 
me.&k of Jitchc* and pipe line*. On 
thit< side* of the baaln the mountain 
rin almoit perpendicularly for hundred* 
of feet, and at tbe south end there I* a 
•o,all space on top nearly flat and per 
hap* a thousand feet wide, foiuilng a 
pa i.

A* fil« 
hardens it' becomes Impervious to. water. 
Each of tbcto ttrlpj of puddling will be 
15 feet Wide and w.111 extend 14 feet bo 
low tbe bottom of tbe dam. Tbe- dam 
rest* on a bed of clay, -which was 
pierced to the depth of 35 feet without 
reaching bottom. It has been stated that 
the dam I* In part to be of masonry. 
but this Is not true. No masonry Is to 
be used as It 1* practically of no benefit 
where It docs not rest on a rock bottom. 
Mr. Gordon Land, tbe well known en- 
gineer, looked over tbe work at Lake 
Moraine on Friday, and In ipeaking on 
tbit' subject laid that for that reiiou a 
masonry well would be dangerous at 
Lake Moraine. It could not be made to 
rest on stone and the. water wonld find 
Its nay under It otherwise. No masonry 
will be used except to enclose tbe outlet 
pipe and In the construction of a valve 
Chamber. When filled with water tbe 
reservoir will extend back for nearly a 
mile and will rise to within seven feet of 
the top of the dam, when It will run out 
over the natural spill-way. This spill- 
way, all the engineers agree, who have 
looked at It, I* tbe belt feature of tbe 
d«™, It i* necMiary alwaya to provide 
for an overflow of water over tbe top of 
a dam and thl* It usually done by 
cementing, etc., to prevent the top from 
washing. In tbi* case tbe water will 
limply flow off to one tide when it 
reaches a certain height. The waste 
pipe of tbe dam |f to beSOO feeflong 
and is being placed In the natural earth 
of the morainal deposit on the north 
aide. The pipe It laid In the form of • 
triangle, li of tolld tUtl and 90 inches 
In dlame'ter. It will be burled In a bed 
of concrete and hydraulic maaonrv. At 
tbe triangle in the pipe will be looted 
tbe valve for turnlnr OB and off the 
water, »nd will be reached from the Mr- 
face by a ra-nhnle. Thla outlet will 
have a flow of about 40 cubic feet per 
•econd. 


When filled with water the .jtirvoir
